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Center for the Development of Women got 
underway yesterday 



In an eloquent speech yester¬ 
day, Aruba’s Minister of So¬ 
cial Affairs, Michelle 
Winklaar-Hooyboer, made 


the following observations: 
Exactly 100 years ago, on 
March 19, 1911 the first In¬ 
ternational Day of Women 


was held in Austria, Den¬ 
mark, Germany and Switzer¬ 
land. More than 1 million 
men and women marched at 
different events campaigning 
for the rights of women to be 
gainfully employed, to have 
the right to vote, to be al¬ 
lowed participation in politics 
and to eliminate discrimina¬ 
tion against women. 

In 1975 during the year of 
the celebration of women, the 
United Nations decreed 
March 8th as the official In¬ 
ternational day of Women. 
Why a day dedicated to 
women? It is a day to reflect 
on how far women have 
come in their quest for equal¬ 
ity, peace and socio-eco¬ 
nomic development, and how 
far we still have to go to en¬ 
able all women worldwide to 
achieve these rights. 

The situation of the 
Aruban woman can be meas¬ 
ured through an analysis of 
the figures of our education, 
jobs sector, public health, so¬ 
cial sector and even politics. 
In a general sense, Aruba’s 
women have many opportu¬ 
nities for development in our 
community, yet at the same 
time there are some doors not 
quite fully open to be consid¬ 
ered being equal to the oppor¬ 
tunities afforded men. 

The cardinal issue here is 
that our island is one where 
we can discuss the topic of 
the roll of women and men in 
our society, whereas in many 
other countries there can be 
no dialogue on this matter. 

Whenever we speak of the 
rights of women, we are in 
fact talking about human 
rights which are often inter¬ 
twined with the rights of chil¬ 
dren. This tells us that as a 
country we have an obliga¬ 
tion to safeguard and protect 
and promote the rights of 
women for a healthy socio¬ 
economic development since 
this will affect us all. 


In her recent visit to New 
York, Minister Michelle Win¬ 
klaar-Hooyboer witnessed 
the inauguration of the UN 
Women organization, which 
is being led by former 
Chilean president, Michelle 
Bachelet. The reason for es¬ 
tablishing this organization is 
because it has been observed 
that the development of 
women with respect to equal¬ 
ity and empowerment is not 
advancing as it ought. UN 
Women will be working with 
countries worldwide to en¬ 
sure that women’s rights will 
advance more rapidly and 
that issues relevant to women 
would be supported at all lev¬ 
els. 


The minister asserted that 
Aruba must also be active in 
this realm. For this reason, 
she claims, the Center for the 
Development of Women 
(CEDHEM) was created. 
This bureau will resort di¬ 
rectly under the Ministry of 
Social Affairs. The responsi¬ 
bility of the Bureau will be to 
stimulate the development of 
women in Aruba with respect 
to the area of health, safety, 
education, finances, to name 
a few of the areas. Another 
area of importance will be to 
comply with the different 
treaties of the rights of 
women as well as the treaty 
of the rights of children.

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French court suspends 
Chirac graft trial 


Coptic Christian killed in Cairo 
sectarian clashes 


PARIS, France (AFP) - A 
French court yesterday sus¬ 
pended the trial of former 
president Jacques Chirac on 
charges of embezzling public 
funds as mayor of Paris in the 
1990s, drawing criticism from 
anti-corruption campaigners. 

Chirac, 78, the first former 
French president ever to go on 
trial, is accused of using the 
money to pay people working 
for his party ahead of his suc¬ 
cessful 1995 election bid. He 
has denied knowledge of any 
illegal payments. 

Presiding judge Dominique 
Pauthe said he was suspending 
the hearings so that constitu¬ 
tional authorities can examine 
whether certain charges that 
date back nearly two decades 
are still admissible. 

Chirac is the first French 
former head of state to face 
criminal charges since the 
leader of the collaborationist 
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wartime regime, Marshal 
Philippe Petain, was con¬ 
victed of treason after World 
War II. 

He is one of France's most 
popular political figures, best 
known abroad for opposing 
the 2003 US-led invasion of 
Iraq. 

Chirac did not attend the 
first hearings in the case on 
Monday and yesterday. 

The current trial is the re¬ 
sult of the merging of two sep¬ 
arate cases — one begun by 
magistrates in the Paris suburb 
of Nanterre in 1995, and an¬ 
other in Paris itself launched 
in 1998. 

The judge agreed to a call 
by a lawyer for one of 
Chirac's co-defendants that 
the constitutional court be 
consulted to rule whether 
charges in the latter case were 
still admissible - a process 
that may take several months. 

In a statement from his of¬ 
fice, Chirac denied claims that 
he was behind the motion to 
postpone the trial, which was 
made by Jean-Yves Le 
Borgne, acting for one of 
Chirac's former chiefs of staff. 


CAIRO, Egypt (AFP) - A 
Coptic Christian was killed in 
clashes with Muslims in Cairo 
the same day at least 1,000 
Christians gathered there to 
protest the burning of a church 
last week, a hospital official 
said. 

The death of Mina Fares 
Hanna occurred in the poor 
working-class district of Mo- 
qattam, but no further details 
were immediately available. 

Fighting broke out mid-af- 
temoon when dozens of Mus¬ 
lims showed up in Moqattam, 
inhabited by Copts who work 
as garbage collectors and who 
had blocked a main north- 
south artery in the capital. 

People threw rocks from 
both sides and witnesses said 
soldiers at the scene fired shots 
into the air to disperse the 
crowds. 

Earlier on Copts had 
protested in central Cairo 
against the burning of a church 
south of the capital after 
deadly clashes between Chris¬ 
tians and Muslims, state televi¬ 
sion said. 

The protest outside the 
radio and television building 
came a day after at least 2,000 
angry Christians demanded the 


re-building of the torched 
church, and that those respon¬ 
sible be brought to justice. 

The Shahedain (Two Mar¬ 
tyrs) church, in the Helwan 
provincial city of Sol, was set 
fire on Friday after clashes be¬ 
tween Coptic Christians and 
Muslims that left two people 
dead. 

The violence was triggered 
by a feud between two fami¬ 
lies, which disapproved of a 
romantic relationship between 
a Christian man and a Muslim 
woman in Sol. 

On Monday, Egypt's ruling 
military council vowed to have 
the church rebuilt and to pros¬ 
ecute those behind the arson 


PARIS, France (AFP) - French 
police said they had recovered 
rings and earrings worth mil¬ 
lions of euros, part of jewellery 
stolen in a heist in Paris in De¬ 
cember 2008. 

In all 19 rings, one worth 
six million euros ($8.3 million 
dollars), and three pairs of ear¬ 
rings, together worth 14 mil¬ 
lion euros, were found at a 
house in the suburbs of Paris, 
the Paris police headquarters 
said. 

They were part of an 85 
million euro haul stolen in a 
record burglary from jeweller 
Harry Winston' shop off the 
Champs Elysees in the centre 


attack. 

There is a long history of 
animosity between Copts and 
Muslims in Egypt, though 
there have been recent signs of 
a rapprochement following a 
deadly New Years's Day 
bombing of a church in 
Alexandria and during the re¬ 
cent popular revolt that un¬ 
seated long-time president 
Hosni Mubarak. 

Twenty-one people died 
and dozens more were 
wounded when what was be¬ 
lieved to be a suicide bomb 
blew himself up just after mid¬ 
night on New Year's as wor¬ 
shippers left a church in 
Alexandria. 


of Paris on December 4, 2008. 

Four armed criminals, in 
some cases disguised as 
women and knowing the 
names and personal addresses 
of some of the shop's staff and 
the exact whereabouts of 
strong boxes, carried out their 
burglary in the space of 15 
minutes. 

The jewels discovered this 
week had been set in concrete 
and hidden in a drain, police 
said. 

Police have detained and 
questioned 25 people in con¬ 
nection with the theft and say 
that "half the haul has been re¬ 
covered".

Defense for Joran van der Sloot seeks 3- 


5 year sentence for Peru murder 


LIMA, Peru — Joran van der 
Sloot's defense attorney in 
Peru tells a news program they 
are seeking three to five years 
prison time for the killing of 
Stephany Flores. 

Joran van der Sloot’s lay- 
wer said that his client killed 
young woman Stephany Flores 
out of “violent emotion” and 
not with intent, therefore ask¬ 
ing that van der Sloot not be 
judged for aggravated homi¬ 
cide, avoiding a 25-year prison 
sentence. 

“When Ms. Stephany Flo¬ 
res was digging through infor¬ 
mation on van der Sloot’s 



computer, she realized that he 
had had previous problems 
with the death of Natalee Hol¬ 
loway. We are stating that this 
produced Joran’s violent reac¬ 
tion. They began to argue and 
push one another, and that is 


what led to everything that we 
all know now happened,” said 
attorney Maximo Altez. 

Being judged for the crime 
of “homicide of violent emo¬ 
tion,” van der Sloot would 
only receive three to five years 
in prison. “This is what we are 
asking for. In any case, the 
courts will be able to choose 
between simple or aggravated 
homicide,” Altez said. 

Furthermore, the lawyer 
stated that the Dutch man has 
not yet testified due to the fact 
that he has not been provided 
with an officially qualified 
translator.

“Women” consists of two 
orange colored female figures 
looking to each other, sur¬ 
rounded by red roses with yel¬ 
low stems. The women 
symbolize ideal beauty in an 
ideal ambience, which is forti¬ 
fied by nearly colorless glass 
with dark blue stains; the in¬ 
tention is an intense sense of 
movement, symbolizing life. 


Simson feels with the com¬ 
pletion of “Women” he has 
proved in a visible and tangible 
way he can surpass the limita¬ 
tions of working within this 
medium; “exceptional glass¬ 
works can be developed, par¬ 
ticularly with the guidance by 
God, creativity, craftsmanship, 
an enormous amount of pa¬ 
tience, firm believe in one’s 
own ability and that special 
rapport between the artist and 
his materials.” 

“Women” is part of an up¬ 
coming exhibition at the Cas di 
Cultura titled “Waldy Simson-

Dog lovers march for Aruban animal awareness

A frenzy of carnival events 
took place on Aruba this past 
week, but those who attended 
will attest that one of the cutest 
was the Doggy Carnival 
Pawrade on Tuesday, March 1, 
conducted by the Cas Animal 
Foundation. Over 60 dogs 
marched through parking lots 


down Irausquin 
Boulevard in 
Palm Beach to 
gather in the 
parking lot of the 
Palm Beach 
Plaza Shopping 
Center for the 
judges to select 
Carnival Queens 
and Prins & Pan- 
chos in large and 
small breed cate¬ 
gories plus best 
costume. Win¬ 
ners went home 
with bags of 
Benefel dog food 
donated by 
Romar Trading 
after the crown¬ 
ing of canine car¬ 
nival royalty. 

Though many 
that came in cos¬ 
tume were 
known pure breeds, the event 
had its share of what are 
known locally as “Cunucu 
Dogs” such as Pancho 
Scooby. These mixed breeds 
are the result from long years 
of unchecked mating and un¬ 
wanted puppies that result in 
the strays that haunt the 
garbage dump or seek some¬ 


thing to eat from kind tourists 
around the hotels, and fortu¬ 
nately, are fed. 

Since coming to live on 
Aruba 14 years ago, Kiki 
Arndt, founder of Cas Animal, 
has made it her mission in life 
to take stray dogs and cats off 
the streets; sick, victims of hit 
and run car accidents, or 
abuse, she nurses them back 
to health while rehabilitating 
them psychologically from 
mistreatment, with a strict no¬ 
kill policy. She now houses 72 
dogs and 11 puppies in her 
home, and has sold all her per¬ 
sonal property and two homes 
that provided her rent income 
to raise the funds to build a 
proper facility on land she has 
been awarded by the govern¬ 
ment. The Doggy Pawrade 
had two goals: to raise funds 
to complete the facility and 
awareness regarding the hu¬ 
mane and proper treatment of 
dogs. A large number of island 
dog lovers greatly anticipated 
this event, but unfortunately, 
last minute confusion and 
miscommunication resulted in 
far less participants then what 
was hoped for. 


Kiki’s costs for care and 
feeding of the 80+ dogs in her 
care are astronomical, and all 
donations are appreciated.

Kiki also maintains 
a free Animal Ambulance to 
transport sick or injured dogs 
to the vet’s office when their 
owners are unable to do so as 
well as rescuing dogs off the 
streets.

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Scientists warn of 'dangerous 
over-reliance* on GPS 


LONDON (AFP) - Devel¬ 
oped nations have become 
’’dangerously over-reliant” on 
satellite navigation systems 
such as GPS, which could 
break down or be attacked 
with devastating results, 
British engineers said Tues¬ 
day. 

The Royal Academy of 
Engineering said the applica¬ 
tion of the technology was 
now so broad — from car sat- 
navs to the time stamp on fi¬ 
nancial transactions — that 
without adequate backup, any 
disruption could have a major 
impact. 

It cited a recent European 
Commission study showing 
that six to seven percent of 
economic growth in western 
countries — about 800 billion 
euros ($1,100 billion) in the 
EU — is already dependent on 
such navigation. 

’’Society may already be 
dangerously over-reliant on 
satellite radio navigation sys¬ 
tems like GPS (the US’s 
Global Positioning System),” 


it said. 

Disruption could come 
from technological problems 
or from deliberate interfer¬ 
ence, by criminals using 
small-scale jammers to avoid 
road tolls or block the track¬ 
ing of cargo, or terrorists 
seeking to attack entire sys¬ 
tems. 

The report also warns of 
political interference, such as 
when North Korea reportedly 
recently disrupted South Ko¬ 
rean military communica¬ 
tions. 

”A significant failure of 
GPS could cause lots of serv¬ 
ices to fail at the same time, 
including many that are 
thought to be completely in¬ 
dependent of each other,” 
said Martyn Thomas, who led 
the academy’s work on the 
issue. 

The US-operated Global 
Positioning System is currently 
used for everything from com¬ 
mercial aircraft and the track¬ 
ing of cargo to the opening of 
train doors at stations. 


The report said all these 
are vulnerable, with conse¬ 
quences ranging from ’’the in¬ 
convenient — such as 
passenger information sys¬ 
tem failures — to possible loss 
of life — such as interruptions 
to emergency services com¬ 
munications”. 

It urges greater awareness 
of the security risks by key 
services, tougher action on 
the sale of cheap jammers — 
although they are already il¬ 
legal in the EU — and efforts 
to boost the resilience of an¬ 
tenna and receivers. 

The expansion of alterna¬ 
tive satellite navigation sys¬ 
tems to GPS such as Europe’s 
Galileo system or the Russ¬ 
ian-developed GLONAS S 
should help, Thomas said.

Japan vending machines to charge electric cars 


TOKYO (AFP) - Ten Japan¬ 
ese companies said this week 
they plan to install electric 
vehicle chargers at the sites 
of beverage vending ma¬ 
chines across Japan in a cost¬ 
cutting tie-up. 


The consortium includes 
Forking Co., a major vending 
machine operator, and Pana¬ 
sonic Electric Works which 
will develop and produce 
electric vehicle chargers with 
rivals. 


Forking has business ties 
with companies which own a 
combined 1.2 million vend¬ 
ing machines across Japan, or 
about a half of the national 
total, company official Reiko 
Kobayashi said. 

The firms plan to install 
some 10,000 electric vehicle 
chargers at the sites of the 
vending machines in the first 
year of the project, which is 
due to start at the end of 
March, she added. 

Charging machines ’’will 
be installed where beverage 
vending machines already 
exist or together with new 
ones. There are various op¬ 
tions,” she said. 

SoftBank Telecom and 
SoftBank Mobile are due to 
provide telecom services to 
connect the charging sys¬ 
tems, the group said in a 
press release. 

Automakers such as Nis¬ 
san, which launched its all¬ 
electric Leaf last year, are 
gambling that electric cars 
with zero tailpipe emissions 
will catch on and, some time 
in the future, start to drive tra¬ 
ditional gas-guzzlers off the 
road. 

But many consider the 
lack of a charging network as 
the key obstacle to the prolif¬ 
eration of electric vehicles, 
prompting consumer con¬ 
cerns such as ’’range-anxi¬ 
ety”, or the fear that their cars 
will run out of juice between 
charging points.

Android tops BlackBerry in 
US: comScore 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Google’s Android has surged 
past Blackberry maker Re¬ 
search in Motion to become 
the leading smartphone plat¬ 
form in the United States, 
market tracking firm com¬ 
Score said Monday. 

Google’s Android operat¬ 
ing system captured the top 
spot in the United States for 
the first time with a 31.2 per¬ 


cent smartphone market share 
for the three months ending in 
January, comScore said. 

RIM was next with a 30.4 
percent market share, fol¬ 
lowed by Apple with 24.7 
percent, Microsoft with 8.0 
percent and Palm with 3.2 
percent. 

According to comScore, 
234 million Americans 
owned mobile devices at the 
end of January and 65.8 mil¬ 
lion owned smartphones. 

Samsung was the top 
handset manufacturer overall 
with a 24.9-percent share of 
the US market, comScore 
said, followed by LG with 
20.8 percent, Motorola with 
16.5 percent, RIM with 8.6 
percent and Apple with 7.0 
percent. 


Iceland eyeing giant cable 
to sell power to Europe 


REYKJAVIK (AFP) - Ice¬ 
land is considering building 
the world’s longest sub-sea 
electric cable to allow it to 
sell its geothermal and vol¬ 
canic energy to Europe, the 
country’s largest energy com¬ 
pany said this weekday. 

’’This project started last 
year and the current phase of 
research should be finished 
by the end of the year... We 
will (then) have clearer infor¬ 
mation about the feasibility 
of the project,” Landsvirkjun 
spokeswoman Ragna Sara 
Jonsdottir told AFP, adding 
that a final decision on the 
project would likely come 
within four to five years. 

After taking a hit when its 
Eyjafjoell volcano last year 
paralysed European skies for 
weeks with a massive cloud 
of volcanic ash, Iceland is 
seeking to instead draw ben¬ 
efits from its geology with 
the cable, which would allow 
it to sell energy extracted 
from geothermal sources like 
volcanoes and geysers. 

’’Among things being 
studied is the destination 
country. Potential countries 
include Britain, Norway, 
Holland and Germany,” Jons¬ 
dottir said. 

Depending on the destina¬ 
tion country, the cable would 


be between 1,200 and 1,900 
kilometres (745-1,180 miles) 
long, making it ’’the longest 
sub-sea cable in the world.” 

The project aims for the 
exportation of some five ter- 
awatt-hours (or five billion 
kilowatt-hours) each year, 
Jonsdottir said. 

At current power prices in 
Europe, that corresponds to 
between 250 and 320 million 
euros ($350-448 million) in 
exports annually, and is 
enough to cover the average 
annual consumption of 1.25 
million European house¬ 
holds. 

’’The idea is to meet de¬ 
mand during peak hours in 
Europe, as well as some base 
load,” Jonsdottir said, refus¬ 
ing to estimate how much the 
project might cost to imple¬ 
ment. 

Landsvirkjun, which is 
state-owned, produces about 
75 percent of all electricity in 
Iceland. 

Iceland, which was espe¬ 
cially hard-hit by the global 
financial crisis and saw all its 
major banks collapse at the 
end of 2008, has been search¬ 
ing for ways to boost its 
economy, which had been 
heavily dependent on the 
bloated financial sector and is 
now mainly based on fishing. 
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Gadgets ruining people's sleep: 
study 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - A 
study released indicated that 
people in the United States are 
losing sleep over their gadgets. 

All but five percent of peo¬ 
ple surveyed as part of a Na¬ 
tional Sleep Foundation poll 
said they played videogames, 
watched television, or used 
smartphones or laptop comput¬ 
ers in the hour before going to 
bed. 

"This study reveals that 
light-emitting screens are in 
heavy use within the pivotal 
hour before sleep," said doctor 
Charles Czeisler of Harvard 
Medical School. 

"Invasion of such alerting 
technologies into the bedroom 
may contribute to the high pro¬ 
portion of respondents who re¬ 
ported that they routinely get 
less sleep than they need." 

Being bathed in the glow of 
monitors or handset screens 
suppresses the release of sleep- 
promoting hormone melatonin 
and enhances alertness, mak¬ 
ing it more difficult to sleep, 
according to Czeisler. 


The poll showed that 43 
percent of people ages 13 to 64 
felt they rarely or never got a 
decent night's sleep during the 
work week. 

Older people were more in¬ 
clined to watch television 
while younger people were 
more likely to opt for comput¬ 
ers, smartphones or 
videogames, according to the 
survey. 

"Over the last 50 years, 
we've seen how television 
viewing has grown to be a near 
constant before bed, and now 
we are seeing new information 
technologies such as laptops, 
cell phones, videogames and 
music devices rapidly gaining 
the same status," said Lauren 
Hale of Stony Brook Univer¬ 
sity Medical Center. 

"The higher use of these po¬ 
tentially more sleep-disruptive 
technologies among younger 
generations may have serious 
consequences for physical 
health, cognitive development 
and other measures of wellbe¬ 
ing." 

Researchers suspected that 
using smartphones, computers 
and video game consoles was 
more stimulating than pas¬ 
sively watching television and 
would make it even harder for 
people to fall asleep. 

Sleep-deprived gadget 
users were using caffeine and 
naps to cope with fatigue, ac¬ 
cording to the poll.

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AFP) - A 
less risky non-invasive proce¬ 
dure based on maternal DNA 
to diagnose Down's syndrome 
could be generally available to 
pregnant women by 2013, a 
Cyprus researcher said.

Chemo May Raise Risk of Falls 
in Breast Cancer Survivors 


— Breast cancer survivors may 
be at increased risk for falls 
and broken bones due to the 
combined effects of 
chemotherapy and endocrine 
therapy, a new study suggests. 

Researchers looked at 59 
postmenopausal breast cancer 
survivors, and found that 58 
percent of them had experi¬ 
enced a fall in the year before 
the start of the study and 47 
percent had a fall during the 
six-month study period. 

Those rates are much 
higher than the 25 percent to 
30 percent annual fall rate re¬ 
ported for community¬ 
dwelling adults over 65 years 
old, noted Kerri M. Winters- 
Stone, an associate professor 
and associate scientist at Ore¬ 


gon Health & Science Univer¬ 
sity (OHSU) School of Nurs¬ 
ing, and colleagues. 

Balance was the only differ¬ 
ence between breast cancer 
survivors who fell and those 
who did not. The researchers 
said their findings also suggest 
that balance problems may be 
due to chemotherapy-related 
changes in the vestibular sys¬ 
tem, which is involved in bal¬ 
ance and spatial orientation. 

The study is scheduled for 
publication in the April issue 
of the Archives of Physical 
Medicine and Rehabilitation. 

"Falls in breast cancer sur¬ 
vivors are understudied and 
deserve more attention, partic¬ 
ularly in light of the increase in 
fractures after breast cancer

Patsalis said his team is also 
researching modifying the 
method so it can be used to test 
for other genetic diseases such 
as cystic fibrosis. 

In the trial, Patsalis' team 
correctly diagnosed 14 cases 
where there were extra copies 
of chromosome 21, and 26 
normal cases. 

There is no such commer¬ 
cial test available to pregnant 
women.

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World oil supply 'very adequate': Saudi min¬ 
ister 

RIYADH (AFP) - Saudi Oil Minister Ali Naimi said that 
crude oil available in the global market is "very adequate” 
and that the kingdom has extra output capacity of 3.5 million 
barrels per day if needed. 

"Current supplies in the market are very adequate, and there 
is an extra output capacity that could be used it needed,” he 
was quoted by state news agency SPA as saying. 

"Recent crude prices do not reflect the fundamentals of sup¬ 
ply and demand in the oil market as much as they are caused 
by financial speculation,” he added. 


German central bank sees 2.5% growth this 
year: 

FRANKFURT (AFP) - The German central bank said that a 
pick up in domestic demand and sustained exports should 
drive growth of around 2.5 percent this year for Europe's 
largest economy. 

The German government has forecast growth of 2.3 percent 
following a record expansion of 3.6 percent in 2010 and the 
country's worst post-war recession which saw the economy 
shrink 4.7 percent in 2009. 

German goods such as machine tools used by Asian countries 
to produce consumer products have been in demand during 
the global economic rebound and luxury automobiles have 
also fared well. 

Data released by the national statistics office showed Tuesday 
that industrial orders bounced back 2.9 percent in January, 
with the strongest rise seen in domestic demand. 


EU strikes deal to sanction sovereign Libya 
fund: 

BRUSSELS (AFP) - The European Union agreed to slap new 
sanctions on Libyan leader Moamer Kadhafi's regime, no¬ 
tably targeting the Libyan Investment Authority (LIA) — the 
overseas investment vehicle for Tripoli's oil revenues. 

The new sanctions on five economic "entities” also including 
the Libyan Central Bank were agreed at the expiry of a dead¬ 
line for verbal objections, several EU diplomats told AFP, 
awaiting rubber-stamping by government's in writing. 

A spokesman for Hungary's EU chair confirmed an agreement 
in principle had been reached on sanctions but declined to 
name those targeted.

Tourism recovery in the Caribbean shows 
mixed signals 



The Caribbean is experiencing 
a slow uptick in arrivals, with 
most countries registering 
tourist arrivals growth in the 
first nine months of 2010, ac¬ 
cording to the Caribbean 
Tourism Report published by 
Research & Markets. Growth 
in most countries was in the 
3.0-5.0 percent year-on-year 
(y-o-y) range, which was an 
improvement from growth 
rates in the first half of the 
year. 

This is particularly notable 
as there has traditionally been 
a reduction in tourist arrivals in 


Q3 following 
the beginning 
of the hurri¬ 
cane season 
in June. 

Countries 
that experi¬ 
enced partic¬ 
ularly high 
tourist arrival 
growth were 
Anguilla 
(10.7 per¬ 
cent), the 
British Virgin 
Islands (8.6 
percent), Guyana (8.1 percent), 
St Lucia (15.4 percent) and St 
Eustatius (11.6 percent). 

The countries still experi¬ 
encing declines in tourist ar¬ 
rivals were Antigua and 
Barbuda (-1.4 percent), 
Bermuda (-1.1 percent), Cura¬ 
cao (-7.5 percent), Grenada (- 
7.9 percent), Montserrat (-8.4 
percent) and St Vincent and the 
Grenadines (-2.1 percent). 

This suggests that tourists 
are returning to the larger and 
better developed countries 
first, such as the Dominican 


Republic (+3.5 percent) and 
Cuba (+3.4 percent). That said, 
the growth trend does appear 
to have been established and 
we expect all countries to re¬ 
turn to growth in 2011, partic¬ 
ularly given the fillip of the 
high season over the Christmas 
and New Year period. 

In October 2010, the 
Netherlands Antilles ceased to 
exist as a country, instead split¬ 
ting into five new entities: Cu¬ 
racao, Bonaire, Saba, St 
Maarten and St Eustatius. Pre¬ 
viously, the Netherlands An¬ 
tilles had been a country within 
the kingdom of the Nether¬ 
lands, with funding and 
tourism projects treated ac¬ 
cordingly. 

Most of the islands have re¬ 
covered well from the down¬ 
turn, with the exception of 
Curacao, which experienced a 
decline in arrivals of 7.5 per¬ 
cent y-o-y in 9M10. By con¬ 
trast, arrivals to Bonaire grew 
by 6.8 percent, Saba by 2.5 
percent, St Eustatius by an im¬ 
pressive 11.6 percent and St 
Maarten by 3.4 percent. 


Arab turmoil, Dubai glut are risk to UAE 
economy: IMF 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Tur¬ 
bulence across the Arab world 
and Dubai's ongoing property 
glut pose risks to the United 
Arab Emirates's economic re¬ 
covery, the International Mon¬ 
etary Fund said. 

The oil-rich Gulf federation 
also needs to shore up its pow¬ 
erful government-backed firms 
that were at the center of its 
boom and bust through write¬ 
offs of bad assets and greater 
transparency in their financial 
situations, the IMF said. 

After being hit hard, espe¬ 
cially in Dubai, by the 2008- 
2009 financial shock, the UAE 
economy should grow by 3.25 
percent in 2011, with a good 
pickup in the non-oil sector, the 
Washington-based institution 
said in a mission report. 

"The economic recovery is 
gaining strength, supported by 
a favorable global environment 
but subject to increased re¬ 
gional uncertainty,” it said. 

"Risks to the recovery re¬ 
main, including from possible 
economic spillovers of regional 
events... The excess supply of 


property in Dubai and the un¬ 
certainty regarding its size will 
continue to weigh on growth.” 

The IMF warned that the 
current reevaluation of political 
and sovereign debt risk in 
countries in the region could 
bring "more challenging mar¬ 
ket conditions” which could 
impact businesses, including 
state firms, known as GREs, 
which it said had "substantial” 
debt rollover requirements. 

The UAE's close neigh¬ 
bors Saudi Arabia, Bahrain, 
Yemen and Oman have all 
experienced political turbu¬ 
lence at varying levels in the 
past month. 

UAE banks -- the heart of 
a growing regional financial 
center — are resilient, thanks 
to capital support mainly 
from the government. But 
the IMF pointed out that 
non-performing loans have 
doubled since the financial 
crisis broke. 

The central bank "should 
continue to ensure that 
banks provision adequately, 
particularly in light of in¬ 


creasing provisioning needs on 
Dubai GREs,” it said. 

The IMF also said that more 
attention needed to be focused 
on GRE-related risks. 

Dubai's economy has begun 
growing again on a resurgence 
of trade, tourism and other 
services, but last year the prop¬ 
erty sector contracted by five 
percent, a government official 
said late last year.

Egypt's new tourism min¬ 
ister Munir Fakhri Abdelnur 
was quoted by the state- 
owned Al-Ahram newspaper 
as saying Winfrey had ac¬ 
cepted an invitation "without 
hesitation." 

"The plan is for her to 
broadcast a live show from 
Tahrir Square on a Friday in 
March, but the date has not 
been finalized," the mass-cir¬ 
culation paper said. 

It was part of a campaign 
to revive tourism in Egypt 
after the huge uprising that 
forced Mubarak to resign on 
February 11 after 30 years in 
power, the paper said. 

A spokeswoman for 
Oprah's Harpo Studios also 
denied the report. 

"There are no plans for 
Ms. Winfrey or the show to 
broadcast from an interna¬ 
tional location before the pro¬ 
gram's finale in May," Angela 
DePaul said in an e-mailed 
statement.

Lady Gaga 
eyes legal 
action over 
breast milk 
ice cream 

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Lawyers for US pop icon Lady 
Gaga have threatened legal 
proceedings against the mak¬ 
ers of breast milk ice cream 
named "Baby Gaga", accord¬ 
ing to papers seen by AFP . 

The New York singer's 
lawyers have given the manu¬ 
facturers until 1600 GMT 
Wednesday to change the 
name "if you wish to avoid 
proceedings for trade mark in¬ 
fringement and passing off', 
according to a letter addressed 
to London restaurant The Ice- 
creamists Limited. 

The cafe in the trendy 
Covent Garden district must 
also "cease and desist from in 
any other way associating with 
Lady Gaga any ice cream you 
are offering," said the letter 
from law firm Mishcon de 
Reya. 

The letter accuses The Ice- 
creamists of "taking unfair ad¬ 
vantage of, and riding on the 
coattails of' Lady Gaga's 
trademarks in a manner that is 
"deliberately provocative and, 
to many people, nausea-induc¬ 
ing". 

The ice cream has proved a 
big hit, with the first batch sold 
out within days of going on 
sale. It is made with milk ex¬ 
pressed by 15 women who 
replied to an advertisement 
posted on an online mothers' 
forum. 

Each serving costs £14 and 
is brought out by waitresses 
wearing flamboyant costumes, 
something Lady Gaga is well- 
known for. 

But it is now off the menu 
after Westminster City Coun¬ 
cil, the local authority, seized 
the ice cream for health and 
safety checks. 


214 arrested for urinating 
in Rio's Carnival streets 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
(AFP) - More than 200 peo¬ 
ple have been arrested during 
Rio's Carnival that is under 
way for relieving themselves 
in the street, underlining au¬ 
thorities' determination to 
clean up the city that will be 
host to the 2016 Olympic 
Games. 

"Two hundred and four¬ 
teen people have been ar¬ 
rested over the weekend.... 

We are going to constantly 
fight those urinating in the 
street. Such a lack of respect 
for the city and its citizens in 
unacceptable," the municipal 
official in charge public 
order, Alex Costa, told the G1 
news website. 

The detentions follow on 
from last year, when authori¬ 
ties launched a campaign to 
stop the widespread practice 
of beer-swilling Carnival rev¬ 
elers — most of them men — 
answering the call of nature 
in doorways, between cars 
and other public areas. 

In tandem with their "Zero 
Tolerance for Pissing," as the 
campaign is called, they have 
established portable toilets in 
many of the most popular 
areas.

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New Zealand crush Pakistan, 
Broad Cup KO

NEW DELHI, March 8, 
2011 (AFP) - New Zealand 
crushed Pakistan on Tuesday 
in a ruthless display domi¬ 
nated by century-maker Ross 
Taylor as injury-jinxed Eng¬ 
land lost key paceman Stuart 
Broad for the rest of the 
World Cup. 

Taylor, celebrating his 
27th birthday, scored 131 
runs off just 124 balls with 
eight fours and seven sixes, 
to take New Zealand to 302 
for seven in their 50 overs at 
Pallekele stadium in Sri 
Lanka. 

In an orgy of power-hit¬ 
ting Taylor took the bowling 
apart, helped by Nathan Mc- 
Cullum, with 19 from 10 
balls, and Jacob Oram, who 
smashed 25 from just nine 
deliveries. 

Before he had even 
opened his account, Taylor 
received a huge let-off when 
an edge flew between wicket¬ 
keeper and first slip, and in 
the same over 'keeper Kam- 
ran Akmal put down a 
straightforward chance when 
he was on eight. 

Pakistan lost control as 
New Zealand went on the 
rampage, with pace spear¬ 
head Shoaib Akhtar carted 
for 70 runs in his nine overs 
and Abdul Razzaq going for 
49 runs from just four. 

Pakistan, who came into 
the match with a 100 percent 
record, never looked like get¬ 


ting anywhere near their tar¬ 
get, slumping to 66-6 before 
a late rally led by Razzaq, 
who hit 62. 

Tim Southee was the pick 
of the bowlers, taking 3-25 as 
Pakistan were bowled out for 
192 in a win that sees New 
Zealand leapfrog their oppo¬ 
nents to the top of Group A. 

Stand-in skipper Taylor, 
who deputised for Daniel 
Vettori who left the field after 
falling awkwardly, hurting 
his knee, said New Zealand 
looked at their score of 302 as 
"probably only a par total." 

"I think it probably nipped 
around a little bit with the 
dew and the way that Abdul 
Razzaq (62) came out and 
batted very well our bowlers 
couldn't quite hold onto the 
ball at the end there, but we're 
pleased with the result." 

"I had a bit of luck early 
on which I put down to my 
birthday but towards the end 
there I hit a few boundaries 
which was pretty sweet," said 
Taylor. 

"One of our strengths is 
the power we have down the 
bottom and it showed today 
with the way Nathan McCul- 
lum batted and Jake (Oram)." 

Team officials said Vettori, 
who has a history of back and 
knee injuries, was being as¬ 
sessed. 

Pakistan captain Shahid 
Afridi said: "I don't have any 
excuse but I know we didn't 


bowl well, we didn't field 
well, we missed opportunities 
and I think the fielding is the 
area where you can easily 
win a lot of games." 

"I'm totally confident of 
my team and confident in 
myself that we're not going to 
repeat this performance," he 
added. 

Meanwhile, England fast 
bowler Broad has been ruled 
out of the rest of the World 
Cup due to a side strain. 

Broad, 24, joins teammate 
Kevin Pietersen on the side¬ 
lines after picking up the in¬ 
jury during his four-wicket 
haul in England's six-run win 
over South Africa. 

Seamer Chris Tremlett is 
expected to replace Broad, 
but the England and Wales 
Cricket Board (ECB) needs 
official clearance first. 

The ECB's chief medical 
officer Nick Peirce said the 
side strain was a new prob¬ 
lem for Broad, who suffered 
an abdominal injury during 
the recent Ashes tour of Aus¬ 
tralia which caused him to 
miss the last three Tests. 

"Stuart felt some discom¬ 
fort following the South 
Africa match and our initial 
assessment indicated a strain 
to his left side," Peirce said. 

"Subsequent scans have 
confirmed a significant side 
strain injury - where the mus¬ 
cle attaches the rib - that will 
rule him out of the remainder 
of the World Cup." 

It is the second injury 
blow for England inside 24 
hours after star batsman 
Pietersen left for home to un¬ 
dergo a hernia operation. 

Pietersen will be replaced 
by Eoin Morgan. 

Host nation India play the 
Netherlands on Wednesday in 
New Delhi in Group B.

NEW YORK (AFP) - De¬ 
fending champion Mexico 
will face El Salvador in the 
opening double-header of the 
CONCACAF Gold Cup at 
Cowboys Stadium in Texas 
in the tournament schedule 
announced on Tuesday. 

The North American re¬ 
gional governing body's 12- 
team championship 

tournament will be staged 
across the United States from 
June 5-25 with the Americans 
and Mexico favoured to 
reach the championship 
match at the Rose Bowl in 
California. 

Mexico will join Costa 
Rica, El Salvador and Cuba 
in Group A with the hosts in 
Group C along with Canada, 
Panama and Guadeloupe and 


Group B featuring 
Jamaica, Honduras, 
Gua-temala and 
Grenada. 

The Mexicans 
have won five titles 
while the Americans 
have taken four and 
Canada has claimed 
one since the biennial 
event began 20 years 
ago. 

The round-robin 
stage begins on June 
5 at the 100,000-seat 
home of American 
football's Dallas Cowboys 
with Cuba facing Costa Rica 
ahead of the Mexico-El Sal¬ 
vador clash. 

The next day, Group B 
clashes begin at Los Angeles 
with Jamaica's Reggae Boyz 
facing Grenada and Hon¬ 
duras meeting Guatemala. 

Group C matches begin on 
June 7 at Detroit's domed 
Ford Field with a US-Canada 
clash just a few miles from 
their common border and 
Panama meeting Guade¬ 
loupe. 

"We are extremely excited 
for this year's Gold Cup and 
are completely confident that 
it will be the best ever," 
CONCACAF general secre¬ 
tary Chuck Blazer said. 


Former players to testify in Bonds case 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
US home run king Barry 
Bonds has suffered a setback 
in court when a federal judge 
ruled that former Major 
League Baseball players will 
be able to testify in the famed 
slugger's perjury trial. 

Bonds pleaded not guilty 
last week to four counts of 
perjury for denying to a 
grand jury in 2003 that he 
knowingly took perform¬ 
ance-enhancing drugs and a 
charge of obstructing justice. 
His trial is scheduled to begin 
on March 21. 

US District Judge Susan 
Illston decided to allow prose¬ 
cutors to call upon former San 


Francisco Giants teammates of 
Bonds and have them talk 
about their relationships with 
Greg Anderson, the former 
personal trainer of Bonds. 

Anderson, among those 
convicted in the BALCO 
steroid scandal, already has 
gone to jail for refusing to 
testify to a grand jury looking 
into Bonds and said last week 
that he would not testify in 
the upcoming trial. 

Illston warned him that 
could mean a return to jail for 
being in contempt of court. 

That prompted attorneys 
for Bonds to argue that play¬ 
ers' testimony should not be 
admitted into evidence be¬ 


cause Anderson would not be 
able to substantiate their ver¬ 
sions of meetings and con¬ 
versations. 

Instead, Illston ruled pros¬ 
ecutors could use player tes¬ 
timony to bolster their 
contention that Anderson 
supplied Bonds with the 
same steroids.

Germany’s Kaymer, Eng¬ 
land's Westwood and Eng¬ 
lishman Donald, who jumped 
into the top three after his 
WGC Match-Play Champi¬ 
onship title two weeks ago, 
will play together Thursday 
and Friday. 

They start off the first tee 
on Thursday and second tee 
on Friday, both times in the 
early afternoon. 

Kaymer - who along with 
Westwood and Donald was a 
member of last year's victori¬ 
ous European Ryder Cup 
team - was surprised by his 
father Horst for a short visit 
from Germany to celebrate 
his ascension to the top spot 
and congratulated by, among 
others, countryman Bernhard 
Langer, the first-ever world 
number one. 

"He just said he’s very 
proud of how I've kept every¬ 


thing together, that I never re¬ 
ally lose my focus on things. 
I don't lose the ground under¬ 
neath my feet. He said, 'That 
is the most important thing 
and you do it very well.'” 

The reigning PGA Cham¬ 
pionship title-holder has seen 
no change since taking over 
the top spot in the rankings. 

"It doesn't change. I just 
don't see it as such a big 
deal,” Kaymer said. ”It is a 
nice thing, but it doesn't 
change my life. I’m maybe a 
little more busy, that's for 
sure, but besides that, nothing 
is changing.” 

What has changed is the 
home region of the world's 
top-ranked players, now a 
European group rather than a 
pack of Americans in the 
wake of a winless 17-month 
winless run by Woods. 

"Obviously now where we 
are standing, four Europeans 
in the top four... it's just 
amazing what's going on at 
the moment,” Kaymer said. 

"It would be fantastic if 
Tiger comes back and finds 
his way back to his form. 
That would be great, to play 
against the greatest player 
whoever played the game in 
his top form and see if I can 
it still compete against him. 

"I don't believe so, if he 
plays the same way that he 
played in 2000 I might strug¬ 
gle, but it would be nice to 
have that challenge.”

McMillan inks new Blazers deal 


PORTLAND (AFP) - Nate 
McMillan signed a two-year 
NBA contract extension to 
remain as coach of the Port¬ 
land Trail Blazers, team gen¬ 
eral manager Rich Cho 
announced on Tuesday. 

The 46-year-old American 
is in his sixth season in the 
job, having compiled a 234- 
239 record as coach of the 
Trail Blazers. In 11 seasons 
as an NBA coach in Portland 
and Seattle, McMillan's 
record overall in 446-422. 

"I'm very excited to have 
the opportunity to finish what 
we started," said McMillan. 
"I'm thankful for all the sup¬ 
port that I've been shown 
along the way." 

Microsoft co-founder Paul 
Allen, who owns the Trail 
Blazers, praised McMillan's 


efforts and the addition of 
new talent to help revive the 
team, whose lone NBA title 
came in 1977. 

"Over the past 12 months 
we have made significant in¬ 
vestments in this team, all 
keenly focused on assem¬ 
bling the right pieces to com¬ 
pete this year and in the 
future," Allen said. "I'm glad 
that after productive discus¬ 
sions, Nate is now committed 
to be our coach for two more 
years." 

Portland struggled with 
losing records in McMillan's 
first two seasons as coach but 
reached 41-41 in 2007-2008 
and 54-28 the following cam¬ 
paign to end a six-season 
playoff drought. Last season 
the Blazers went 50-32 and 
returned to the playoffs. 



League, union continue talks as clock ticks 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
National Football League 
owners and players met for 
their 13th negotiating session 
with federal mediator George 
Cohen on Tuesday as a Fri¬ 
day deadline loomed to reach 
a new working agreement. 

Billionaire owners and 
millionaire players were 
locked in talks over how to 


divide $9.1 billion in annual 
revenues after extending the 
expiring contract last week to 
Friday afternoon in hopes of 
making a deal. 

The NFL Players Associa¬ 
tion can decertify itself as a 
bargaining agent before the 
deadline and send the squab¬ 
ble into a protracted anti-trust 
court fight while owners can 


lock out players once the con¬ 
tract expires. 

Owners already take $1 
billion of income off the top 
for operating expenses and 
they voted in 2008 to opt out 
of the contract in hopes of 
doubling that total, claiming 
that stadium construction 
loans made the move neces¬ 
sary. 
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
